E Y E S I G H T OF BIRDS. 


tVonde rfa ! Powe r* of Vision of the * Crow, 
the Buz z a rd a nd the Vulture . 


When an a nima l is killed and skin­ 
ned, says Sir Samuel 
Ba ker, 
before 
the operation is completed the first bird 
to appear is the wily and omnipresent 
crow. The next is the ordinary buzzard. 
Both these birds are near the surface of 
thf earth, seeking their food with un­ 
tiring energy. 
But although they may 
have keen power of scent, even they, in 
my opinion, are ma inly guided by their 
acuteness of vision, us they are always 
(m the alert, hunting in every direction, 
and, in fact, keeping a sharp lookout. 
The 
third a rriva l is the small, red 
necked vulture. This bird descends from 
a great height. It is now most interest­ 
ing to wa tch the concentration from all 
quarters of the compass. 
This is easily 
arranged by lying beneath a bush and 
shading the eyes while you gaze into 
the deep blue sky. 
It will appear to be , 
all a live with the smallest fins, a ll 
mov ing, all hurrying and descending. 
These become rapidly larger, and you 
are awa re they are vultures, collecting 
from such enormous altitudes tha t were 
a mountain top exposed it would be 
capped with everlasting snow. 
While * 
you are stra ining your eyes to peer into 
these blue vaults you are startled by a 
tremendous 
rush 
like the roar of a 
rocket. This is th< descent, with closed 
wings, of some of the large, ba renecked 
vultures, who have plunged like a plum­ 
met for some thousand fe< t to share in 
tin* feast below. 
All those birds flying 
at high a ltitudes have been soaring up­ 
on endless wings, never fatigued by j 
motion, as they seldom flap, but only to 
adjust themselves to the currents of a ir 
upon which they float, and ha ving, with 
tie lr extra ordina ry powers of sight, ob­ 
served the hurry of sma ller birds to 
si me attractive* point, they have at once 
directed their course to fulfill the* B ib li­ 
cal expression, “ Where the carcass is, 
there shall the eagles (vultures) be ga th­ 
ered togethi r. ”

Fpeaking of labor and wuges in free sil­ 
v er Mexico, lit* says: 
"The real r* asciis of Mexico’s present 
prosperity are the great 
natural 
re­ 
source* of the country, ft stable gov ­ 
ernment free from constant political 
ehangf •*, President Diaz hav ing been .just 
elected for Ins fifth term, and the cheap­ 
ness of labor, and of all these factors 
cheap labor is the greatest. 
"Pefore the fall in silv er the Mexican 
lollar was worth in exchunge for gold 
rather more than 100 cents 
United 
States currency. 
It is now only worth 
53 b, to 54 cents United States currency. 
Yet all ov er Mexico the workingman 
gets today the same wages in silv er as 
he got v v ht n the silv er dollar was at. 
pur 
In out concern in Mexico where f 
employ 8 00 men we are now paying just 
the sane umount in silv er dollars as we 
did years ago, though for our product 
we are getting just the same price in 
gold as we did then 
"Now, though the workman only gets 
a dollar worth 58 Va cents in place of 
the dollar that used to be worth 100. all 
articles of commerce hav e risen from 50 
to 100 per cent. 
Who gains by this? 
The capitalist, of course. 
"A manufacturer, a coilW grower or 
a mine owner (except a silv er mine 
owner) cun produce an article for which 
he gets paid on a gold parity, but he 
pays his workmen in depreciated silv er, 
or only about one-hulf I 10 did before.

Their wants are few—a 
cotton suit, a serape, a straw hat and 
sandals for their wardrobe, maize cakes 
and beans for their food, and an occa­ 
sional spree ou mescal or pulq ue, with 
plenty of tobacco, which he gets dirt 
clb a p; that is all. 
"The Mexican workman as long as 
he is punctually paid does not grumble 
»r kick, 
lb* asks himself no q uestions 
as to what Ins employer makes. Strikes 
and labor combinations are unknown, 
lie nev er sav es anything, so the accre­ 
tion of wealth does not trouble him, and 
he knows nothing about spring beds, 
p< rturhouse steaks or pianos. As I hav e 
said, he liv es as contentedly and uncon­ 
cerned for » he morrow as a Ijrd, nev er 
|e< king forward und nev er looking back­ 
ward, fill the day comes when he is, 
coffin less, wrapped in his cotton suit 
and seyape and laid to rest.

the American workman is 
willing to do likewise, I will grant him

Pro fe« ®io n» l Friend® o f L abo r A®k F o r a 
R ed u ctio n In th® P u rch asin g P o w er o f 
th® D o llars Paid to W o r k in g m e n , 
Th» ' Knights nt Labor Was %t one 
time a gr* at and powerful organlzatn n 
with a membership of about 1,000,000. 
Internal diss« nsiona and m ismanage­ 
ment by its leaders hav e reduced its 
members to a m< re handful and hav e 
utterly destroyed its influence with the 
workers. This wrerjf of the greatest la­ 
bor association ev er formed in America 
is not surprising in v iew of the kind of 
men who hav e secretly controlled its 
councils. 
Chief among these is Master 
Workman James It. Sov ereign of A r­ 
kansas, a Populist politician who is 
now’ doing ail in his power to induce 
workingmen to support the Silv erite 
candidates under the pretense that ire** 
silv er is a r* form in the interests of la­ 
bor 
How the reform is to be brought 
about he does not explain. 
P ut 111 the form of a petition the 
v iews of Mr Sov ereign and his silv < 
r i t e 
associates, U. V. Debs, Samuel Gompers, 
John Melii id*1 and other ‘ ‘labor leaders” 
who are shouting for Id to 1, would r* ad 
this way : 
" We, the undi rsigned self constituted 
representativ es of labor, desire that our 
money standard l*> so changed that the 
dollar shall he worth only half of its 
present v alue. 
We respectfully submit 
tliuf nndt 
1 our present financial system 
the wages of labor ure paid either 
111 
gold or in currency kept at par with 
gold. 
Owing to the many new inv en­ 
tions and discov eries which hav e greatly 
increased the efficiency of labor and 
cheapened 
the cost of producing all 
kinds of manufactured goods, the pur­ 
chasing power of money has 
111 recent 
years adv anced so that the workers now 
get far more 111 return for their wages 
than they did in former years. Wo wish 
also to point out that owing to the open­ 
ing up to cultiv ation of v ast tracts of 
fertile lands, both 
111 our own western 
states and in South America, Russia, 
India and Egypt, and by the greatly re­ 
duced cost of transportation by rail and 
water, the prices of the farm products 
which we consume are now v ery much 
lower than they were 20 years ago. The 
result of this general cheapening of 
commodities is to giv e the workers far 
too many things 
111 exchange for the 
dollars paid than for their labor. 
"A s statesmen, financial authorities 
und profound economists, we hereby de- 
clan* that the only remedy for a condi­ 
tion of affairs 111 which wages buy too 
much goods is in cheapening the v alue 
of the dollar. We therefore demand the 
enactment of a Id to 
1 free coinage law, 
under which 51 cents’ worth of silv er 
bullion will be stam ped "one dollar,” 
and that such a dollar be made legal 
tender for all debts. 
As the millions 
who work for wages ¡ire always creditors 
of their employers, this will enable the 
manufacturers, mine owners and other 
debtors to labor to pay wag* s in cheaper 
money. 
"B y measuring goods 
111 silv er dol­ 
lars, prices will bo twice as high as they 
are now, and the dollars receiv ed by the 
workers will only buy half a-* much as 
at present. We therefore protest against 
the gold standard system, which compels 
labor to tako its reward in dollars which 
buy a great many things. 
Wo want 
cheap dollars, which will buy only a 
few things. High purchasing power for 
money means high wages. 
We want 
money with low purchasing power, so 
that real wages will be reduced 50 per 
cent. 
If there be any workers 8<> lost to 
all sense of what is due tlie glorious 
cause of cheap dollars that they prefer 
to get their wages in currency as good 
as gold, they are enemies of labor with 
a capital L.

The language of a ship’s bell, so sig­ 
nificant to a sailor man, is full of mys­ 
tery for the av crag*- landlubber, and 
most of the v isitors to a warship leav e 
the ship as ignorant of the meaning of 
the bell signals as when 
they went 
aboard. 
Commander Rockwell, U. S. N., has 
giv en some information on the subject 
which will be interesting to tho thou­ 
sands who hav e v isited Uncle Sam ’s 
ships. 
bunting is tlm medium through 
which a ship ordinarily communicates 
with the outside world, ” he says, "so 
th** bell is that through which she ad- 
dresses herself to those aboard, and 
which in all tho nav ies of the world 
rings forth the hours, summons to wor­ 
ship and peals the danger signals. 
‘Ev ery landsman has probably learn­ 
ed and forgotten tho method of striking 
the hour aboard ship, but th** dullest 
may make sure of this knowledge for 
the rest, of his life by getting two or 
three things clear in his head. 
The 
nautical day begins und ends at noon, 
when eight bells is struck. 
The bell is 
struck half hourly day and night, one 
stroke being added for ev ery half hour, 
until eight is reached, when the count 
begins again at one bell. 
"T hus the hours are indicated in ev ery 
nav y of the civ ilized world, except the 
British. 
Her** there is a curious dev ia­ 
tion from the ordinary nav al method of 
indicating the hour. 
‘‘In the mutter of the bell there is In 
the United States nav y a routine long es- 
tablished by precedent. 
The bell, usu­ 
ally a small affair, of rather high, light 
tone, hangs either just forward or just 
abaft of the foremast, on or under the 
forecastle. 
The captain's orderly keeps 
the time and reports to the officer of the 
deck the hour in terms of bells. The offi­ 
cer of tho deck then bids the messenger 
of the watch to strike the bell. 
"T here i.» somewhat more formality 
at eight bells than at other times, for 
then the hour is reported to the captain, 
and the bell is not struck until he has 
said, ‘Make it so. ’ 
"H ere is the routine at 8 a. m.: The 
orderly says to the officer of the deck, 
‘Eight bells, sir. ’ The officer of the deck 
replies, ‘Report to tho captain eight 
hells and chronometers wound, sir. ’ The 
orderly then gees to the captain and 
says, ‘Eight 
bells 
and chronometers 
wound, s ir.’ The captain, if he be so 
: minded, replies: ‘Very well. 
Make it 
so.' The orderly returns to the officer of 
th** deck and says, ‘Make it so. ’ 
The 
officer of tla* deck says to tho messenger 
of the w’uteh, ‘Strike eight bells,’ and 
if ev erybody lias been prompt the mes­ 
senger strikes eight bells at exactly 8 
a. 111. 
"Nobody knows whether it would be 
eight hells if the dignified captain should 
take it into his head to withhold his 
majestic ‘Make it so,’ for an American 
nav al captain is so powerful a person 
ab aid ship and routine has so powerful 
a hold 011 the nav y that perhaps the 
captain, if so minded, might put the 
nautical day out of joint. 
‘‘When ships are cruising in sq uadron, 
the entire fleet, lying in port, awaits 
the flagship’s bells. 
On all the other 
ships the messenger stands by the bell, 
clapper in hand, and as soon us the bell 
has sound« **] the bells throughout the 
fleet are sounded. 
Lying, as they are, 
q uiteclo.se together, the effect is interest­ 
ing and agreeable. 
"T he flagship also giv es out the time 
to the other v essels ev ery morning. 
Shortly before sev en bells, 
ut 
7:30 
o’clock a. 111., a time signal is displayed 
by the flagship. 
At exactly 7 :3Q this 
signal drops, the clocks on all the ships 
are set,ajjd sev en bells is struck through­ 
out the fleet. 
“ The slop’s bell serv es not only to in­ 
dicate the hours, but to signal a v ariety 
of other things. 
When tho ship carries 
a chaplain, the bell is tolled for serv ice 
on Sunday morning. The bell, howev er, 
is not tolled at funerals. 
With a nice 
sens*» of propriety the nav y regulations 
prov ide for the mere passing of the 
word, ‘All hands bury the dead.’ In all 
matters pertaining to death the nav y is 
distinguished for delicacy and a touch of 
old fashioned sentiment, to be expected 
of 111**11 who, in theory ¡it least, art* sup­ 
posed to be risking their liv es in the 
serv ice of others. 
"T h e bell is also the fire signal. When 
a tire is discov ered aboard ship, the bell 
is rung rapidly, and the ship’s company 
responds with the proper appliances for 
putting out the fire. 
When a ship is in 
action, howev er, the bell is not used as 
a fire signal, lest the knowledge that 
there is a fire aboard ship throw tin* crew 
nit*) panic and distract them from their 
business of fighting. 
A tire during ac­ 
tion is reported to the captain, and he 
details officers and men to th** duty of 
putting out the blaze. 
"T h e ship’s bell is employed in all 
the nav ies, except the Turki» h, as a fog 
signal. 
When a ship lies at anchor iu a 
fog tin* bell is kept going w ith strokes 
in sets of three, separated by a short in­ 
terv al. 
The Turks, who hav e a distrust 
of bells, use drums for this purpose, 
"The prov isions of the United States 
nav y make it impossible that the v arious 
signals of the bells shall be confused 
one with 
another. 
The 
tolling for 
church, single strokes, separated by a 
single interv al, cannot be mistaken for 
the rapid and irregular fire alarm, nor 
can either of these be confused with the 
triple fog signal. 
The half hour signals 
are different from either of these. They 
are sounded iu pairs, w ith u short in­ 
terv al. If an odd number is to be sou tid­ 
ed the single stroke comes last.” — Bos­ 
ton Globa

rieat looking drug store which has a pe­ 
culiar line of trade. The proprietor has 
been in the business almost a q uarter of 
a century, and if the adv enturous youths 
who hanker to be sailor boys only knew 
how many thousand gallons of' castor 
oil the druggist had doled out in his 
time to ships' captains the said youth 
would decide to hunt adv entures on land. 
This drug store fits out ships with 
medicines. 
Anybody who has had any 
experience with the merchant serv ice 
knows that the captain is usually the 
only M. D. aboard, and that his knowl­ 
edge was nev er gained 111 any college of 
pharmacy or medicine. 
In the office of 
the United States shipping commission­ 
ers is filed a record of the trip of ev ery 
ship that takes a crew from United 
States ports. 
It is v irtually a priv ate 
diary kept by the captain for the benefit 
of the gov ernment. 
No matter what 
happens, the amount and number of the 
doses of medicine administered to the 
crew and to each indiv idual of it are 
set down, with the minutest details. It 
appears from these diaries that the most 
popular and potent medicine known to 
captain» i» g ,od old fashioned cn f'jr oil. 
No 111 atter wl it is the tr u l k w ith 
Jack, he gets castor oil. 
None of the 
newfangled v ariations of 
it 
is pre­ 
scribed. 
The proprietor of the drug 
store bears out this statement. 
He says 
that more castor oil is administered to 
sailors than any other tnediciD6, unless 
it may be salts and senna. 
No captain 
will sail without a liberal supply of 
both. 
Oftentimes a captain has reason 
to believ e some of his crew are sham ­ 
ming illness, and then the castor oil is 
administered iu doses to bring any man 
to his sober senses. 
Among the medicines in the captain’s 
chest are rhubarb, 
q uinine, jamaica 
ginger and paregoric and certain old 
fashioned patent medicines. No modern 
discov eries 111 that line are allowable. 
So this druggist keeps on hand for his 
shipping patronage patent medicines 
that the modern patent medicine fiend 
nev er heard of, they date so far back. 
L ittle sugar pills don’t go with cap­ 
tains. 
Medicine is administered to a 
sailor with the idea that the worse it 
tastes the more apt the sick man is to 
think it is curing him. 
Sailors scorn 
little sugar coated pills.—New York 
World.

Th® Pre*#nr® Th®y E x ert In th e M astics- 
tio n o f M eat Fo o d. 
According to the inv estigations of Dr. 
G. V. Black, the muscular strength of 
the jaws compares fav orably with that 
of any part of the body. 
To crush a piece of steak, according 
to Dr. Black, a bite of 40 to 45 pounds 
is necessary— that is, if the proper ma­ 
chine were so rigged that, by seizing a 
double lev er between the jaws, an ob­ 
ject could be lifted from the floor, a 40 
pound weight could be raised by the 
steak. Repeat this effort ev ery time you 
chew, and you get an idea of how much 
exercise is req uired to eat one’s dinner. 
And what makes it harder still is that 
most people habitually use much more 
force than is necessary in chewing their 
food. 
For iustunce, in chewing steak 
whose crushing point is at 40 to 45 
pounds, the persons tested by Dr. Bkw'k 
used a force of 60 to 8 0 pounds— from 
15 to 40 pounds more than was neces­ 
sary. 
All this extra force of course is 
worse than wasted, but probably the 
generality of manhood will 
keep on 
wasting strength just so till a more sys­ 
tematic method of eating is adopted. 
But Dr. Black did nut confine him ­ 
self to steak in his experiments. 
He 
tested all kinds of meat and found that 
mutton chops may be crushed with an 
expenditure of „5 
to 40 pounds of 
strength. 
Broiled ham and roast beef 
req uire the greatest amount— 45 to 60 
pounds — while 
pork 
chops may be 
chewed with a force of 20 to 25 pounds, 
and the choicest parts of cold boiled 
tongue with 3 to 5 pounds. 
These of 
course are av erages. Tough m eat of any 
kind is still harder to crush— for in­ 
stance. tough beef and mutton tested by 
Dr. Black 
req uired in some cases a 
crushing force of 9 0 pounds. 
The smallest pressure recorded on Dr. 
Black’s gauge, that of a little girl 7 
years old. was 30 pounds. This was with 
her front teeth, which ure not used for 
the crushing processes of mastication. 
With the molars, which do the chewing, 
pr perly so called, she could exert a force 
of 65 pounds— q uite enough to crush all 
but the toughest parts of toughest meats. 
Sev eral persons exceeded 100 pounds 
with the front teeth, or incisors, and 
200 with the molars. One m an— a phy­ 
sician of 35 years—has such strength of 
jaw that it must for the present remain 
a mystery, for it exceeded the testing 
power of the instrument. The gauge re- 
gistered only 270 pounds, and when this 
remarkable chewer » hut his teeth in it 
he closed it w ith 
110 apparent off« rt. 
How far abov e 270 pounds he could 
hav e gone is therefore a subject for 
speculation. 
It will be observ ed that the doctor 
measured only the force exerted by the 
jaws and not the work done by them.

Tlie crowns of Spain, Portugal and 
Poland are all three of the same form, 
and are described by Colonel Parsons in 
bis "GenealogicalTables of Europe” as 
"ducal coronets 
heightened up with 
eight 
arched 
diadems 
supporting a 
mound, ensigned with 
a plain gold 
cross.” The crowns of Denmark and 
Sweden are of almost similar shape, 
consisting of the eight arched diadem.» , 
rising from a m arq uis’ coronet (a circle 
of gold bordered with ermine, set round 
with four 
strawberry leav es and as 
many pearls on pyramidical points of 
eq ual height, alternate), which conjoin 
at the top under a mound ensigned with 
a cross botounee. 
The kings of most 
other continental countries are crowned 
w ith circles of gold, adorned w ith pre­ 
cious stones and heightened up with 
large "trefo ils,” and closed by four, six 
or eight diadems supporting u mound 
surmounted by a cross. The trefoil upon 
the crown is thought to be of Gothic in 
troduction. 
Wo find it upon the coins of Clov is 
and his sons, which has induced anti­ 
q uaries to call it the "flower de luce” 
(the lily of France represented in gold 
on a blue ground), but, the fact is, these 
trefoils were used on Constantiuopolitan 
crowns before th*1 time of the Franks, 
and afterward 
011 those of 
German 
princes in no way allied to Charle­ 
magne. Aubrey, a celebrated authority 
upon heraldry, was of opinion that the 
flower <1** luce is really nothing more 
than a spearhead adorned, no flower of 
th*> lily kind hav ing the middle part 
solid. 
The sultan of Turkey bears ov er 
his arms a turban, enriched w ith pearls 
and diamonds, under two coronets, the 
first of which is made of pyramidical 
points, heightened up with large pearls, 
and the uppermost is surmounted with 
crescents.—Chamb* rs‘ Journal.

preserve specimen s. The an imal is well 
kn own in Pan ama, Costa Rica, Nica­ 
ragua, Hon d uras an d southern Mexico.

is called 
the 
“ arborescen t figure” because of its re­ 
semblan ce to a man y bran ched tree aud 
is prod uced in the followin g man n er:
